DON’T LET 
COTTON PLANTS 
GET TOO DRY 


By RALPH L. WORRELL 
Farm Advisor 

‘Cotton plants should be irriga- 
ted whenever the soil becomes 
dry at the base of the plants. Time 
of the first irrigation will depend 
both on the soil type and the 
growth of the plants. Sandy soil 
holds less moisture than heavy 
soil and therefore usually needs 
irrigation sooner. 

The new 4-42 cotton grows off 
faster than the old P-18. -This 
means that the plants will use 
up soil moisture at a faster rate. 
The time of the first irrigation 
to replenish this moisture will 
be sooner than for the other strain 
of cotton. We now know that cot- 
ton should never be allowed to 
suffer for lack of moisture but 
should bé kept growing as vigor- 
ausly as possible. 

Cotton farmers are urged to 
investigate the moisture condi- 
tion in the soil at the base of the 
plants and whenever the soil be- 
gins to dry out at a depth of 3 
to 4 inches the cotton should be 
irrigated. The time of the first 
irrigation for most cotton in Tu- 
lare county should probably be 
between May 25 and June 10.

Picket Nixon 


Giving proof to the warning is- 
sued some wéeks ago in the com- 
munist-line newspaper “The Peo- 
ple’s Daily -World,” communists, 
Communist supporters, communist 
apologists and other left-wingers 
proved during the past week that 
they feel ‘“‘Nixon is the man to 
beat.”’ 

Congressman Richard Nixon, re- 
suming his barnstorming cam- 
paign for the United States sen- 
ate, through northern California, 
and particularly the San Fracisco 
| Bar area, was constantly picketed 
by them. 

A huge truck, bearing the label 
of ‘California Legislative Con- 
ference,” and equipped with a 
public- address system, followed, 
the dynamic Whittier represen- 
tative everywhere he went in the 
city of San Francisco. Many times 
it blasted its sound system against 
that of the candidate even while 
he was speaking. 

The past week's picketing was 
not the first for Nixon. He had 
the same opposition in Alameda, 
Oakland, Berkeley, Santa Cruz, 
San Jose, Santa Clara, Los Ange- 
les, San Diego and in Long Beach. 
+ At Long Beach, 20 or more 
pickets displaying placards read- 
ing in effect, ‘Down with Nix- 
on,’”’ had absolutely no effect up- 
on more than 2000 people who 
went through the line to give Nix- 
jon on of the best-attended politi- 
cal meetings Long Beach has had 
in years. 

While the pickets marched, Nix- 
on’s sound-equipped station wa- 
gon played “If I Knew You Were 
Coming, I’d ’ve Baked a Cake.” 

At Sather Gate, outside the 
University of California at Berke- 
ley, pickets hdnded out hunderds 
of ¢opies of an “extra’’ edition 
of “The People’s Daily World,” 
while Nixon spoke to nearly 2,000 
students. 

“I welcome this opposition,’ 
Nixon said. “It is significant that 
neither of my major opponents is 
accorded this honor. I ilke noth- 
ing better than to meet their 
challenge.’”’

Irrigate Replants 

On, the other hand, in the event 
of extremely hot weather it is 
possible to start irrigating across 
the orchard again a few days 
sooner than was planned. Another 
advantage of the system is that 
it is easier to irrigate replants 
in the orchard because water ‘can 
be cut in to the replants at half 
the usual irrigation interval mak- 
ing tanking unnecessary. 

On the face of it, it seems that 
this system would require more 
work. Actually this is not the 
case. A grove can be irrigated in 
half the usual time required and 
it is often very handy to have 
the alternating dry middles in 
which to get into the orchard. 

When cultivating it may be 
necessary to work alternate mid- 
dles too but this problem can 
generally be solved satisfactorily. 
Some growers report that they 
are able to skip at least one culti- 
vation each year because the 
weeds become so wilted that they 
stop growing and do not require 
discing as frequently.

The symptoms are general yel- 
lowing of the plant, rigid upward- 
ly rolling leaves, purple veins, and 
stunted growth. Once the plant has 
the disease no cure is possible. 

Control of the insects is very 
difficult, because only contact 
poisons can be used. Most contact 
Poisons are slow acting or lose

rote Grades In Line With Marketing 


Under consideration is a change 
in federal grade standards for 
beef designed to bring federal 
standards more in line with pres- 
ent marketing practices. 

As advocated by the United 
States department of agriculture, 
the present “Prime” and “‘Choice’’ 
grades of beef would be combin- 
ed under the name “Prime,” and 
the present “Good” grade would 
be renamed Choice.” A new 
grade to be called “Good” would 
include beef from high quality 
young cattle now graded ‘‘Com- 
mercial.’”’ And “Commercial” grade 
would be used for the remainder 
of beef presently graded as ‘‘Com- 
mercial.” Standards for Utility, 
Cutter and-Canner grades would 
remain unchanged. 

It is contemplated that the re- 
vised system would achieve the 
objective of the USDA’s earlier 
proposal, which was designed to 
make federal grades more effec- 
tive as a standard or guide for 
trading in younger beef. 

This would be realized by put- 
ting the young beef now graded 
as “Commercial” under the new 
grade called ‘“‘Good;” As it is now, 
“Commercial” grade has little use, 
because it covers too wide a range 
in quality. For .example, it is 
used presently to grade beef com- 
ing anywhere from the youngest 
animals classed as beef to the 
oldest animals coming to market. 

Beef of this new “Good” grade 
would have a high ration of lean 
to fat. This characteristic, combin-

Poultry Numbers 
Still Uncertain 


It is still too early to estimate 
the number of chickens to be 
raised in 1950. So far, reports 
do not bear out farmers intentions 
(as of February) to buy 12 per 
cent fewer chicks than a year ago. 

January through April hatchery 
volume will be very near to last 
year’s; and from indications on 
April 1, 1950, numbers of chicks 
and young chickens on farms were 
8 per cent larger than last year. 
However, the April hatchery re- 
port indicated 10 per cent fewer 
eggs in incubators on April 1 this 
year compared with last and a 
substantial drop in May orders 
from 1949. 

Wholesale prices of eggs in mid- 
April have declined from a month 
earlier. In mid-March, the United 
States average price received by 
farmers was 31.6 cents per dozen. 
Chicken prices to mid-April were 
significantly higher than the 7- 
year low which was reported for 
January, 1950. They have held 
fairly steady after rising from 
the average level of 20.3 cents 
Ber pound (live) received by 
farmers in January to the 23.8 
‘cent level reported for March.

All plants must 
be thoroughly wet with the spray. 


Thrip infestation has been ap- 
pearing in scattered areas on 
young cotton plants. Chemical 
control measures are generally not 
very effective at the early stage 
of plant growth. Warm days and 
nights should help cotton to out- 
grow effects of the thrip damage. 


Alfalfa growers should attempt 
to put up their hay as must as 
possible during the night and, 
early morning, to preserve the 
leaves on the stems and maintain 
the hay at high quality. 


Olive growers having scale in- | ver points 


festation on their trees should ar- 
range to have their groves spray- 
ed at once. Best olive scale kills 
are obtained before June 15. 
Heavy scale infestations will re- 
quire complete coverage with 1% 
gallons of light summer emulsion 
oils plus one pound of 25 per cent 
parathon per 100 gallons of wa- 
ter. 


Small citrus trees should be 
inspected occasionally for injury 
by fire ants, especially if the 
trees are wraped. These ants work 
under wraps and often severly 
damage the bark of young trees. 
They may be controlled by appli- 
cations of chlordane, either as a 
dust at the base of the tree or a 
spray Yon the trunk. 


Walnut aphid populations are 
quite high now in some orchards. 
Heavy populations can considerab- 
ly reduce quality and size of 
walnuts. Control may be obtained 
by use of either nicotine-sulfate 
and lime dust at 30 Ibs. per acre 


or TEPP dust or spray. There is e 


a growing feeling that the nico- 
tine is preferable because it does 
not kill the predators as TEPP 
does.

Campaigning for lection 


¢|Governor Earl Warren spoke be- 


fore an assemblage of local citi- 
zens in front of the Porter Thea- 
ter, Tuesday noon. 

Governor Warren opened by ex- 
pressing the pleasure involved in 
visiting the cities of the San, Joa- 
quin, and apologized for not be- 
ing able to visit with the people 
more often, explaining that the 
task of governing the state leaves 
little time for euch trips except 
at campaign time, then, he stated, 
he has to get out and let the peo- 
ple know what he has accom- 
plished. 

The governor directly attri- 
buted the many problems of hous- 
ing and welfare now confronting 
the state to “growing pains’, 
pointing out the tremendous task 
involved in the intregation. of 
four million people in to Cali- 
fornia’s daily living. However, 
he claimed. great progress toward 
the solution. ‘““We’ve been trying”’, 
stated Warren. 

The Republican candidate re- 
minded his audience of the many 
new hospitals provided in recent 
years, as exemplified by the new 
state institution to be construc- 
ted here in Porterville. The aim, 
Warren declared, is to provide 
curative treatment instead of cus- 
todial care in such hdspitals. This 
applies to correctional institutions 
as well, he announced, the ob- 
jective being greater accomplish- 
ments of rehabilitation in order 
that the individual may take a 
place in. normal society. Wise 
spending of state money is re- 
sponsible for such goals being 
reached, Warren opinioned. 

Governor Warren believes that 
the California system of‘ public 
education is one of the best in 
the country, however, he warned, 
‘We've still got a long way to go”. 
In particular need are more class- 
room space, and greater incentive 
for youg competent professional 
men and women to go into the 
teaching field. The governor in- 
sisted that California’s greatest 
wealth was the youngsters who 
will and are attending the public 
schools, and they must be indoc- 
trinated in the principles of free 
government and. democracy. He 
stated that his policy of giving 
more state aid to school districts 
of limited financial resources ‘was 
an application of his belief that 
every child in California has the 
same initial right to a sound edu- 
cation. Warren termed it as, “The 
best possible investment.” 

The governor charged that his 
opponents make many “wild and 
rash promises” which, if carried 
out, would result in a tremendous 
tax increase. He could see no con- 
ceivable method of carrying out 
such a program without raising 
taxes. Warren came out definitely 
that a policy of deficit spending 
as exemplified by an opponent 
is false reasoning. There is no 
comparison between running a

goveriimient and running a cor: 
poration, because a government 
doesn’t make profits to pay off 
debts. An efficient government, he 
said, must adopt a pay as you go 
policy. Of course, he stated, many 
times it is necessary for school 
districts and such to bond them- 
selves to satisfy immédiate needs, 
but such a program, he warned, 
should be carefully carried out. 
Warren stated that the success 
of his administration was due to 
just “plain hard work’, and is 
doubly commendable when haras- 
sed by the tremendous number of 
problems. The governor revealed 
that he is trying to make welfare 
and education programs as pro- 
gressive and liberal as possible. 


Governor Warren. stated that 


it was the will of the people to e 


know what goes on in govern- 
ment, and he believed it far better 
to keep administration of pro- 
blems as close as possible to the 
people. The ‘best government he 
described, is the one which is 
“the closest to the people.” 

In conclusion, Governor War- 
ren declared he will make no wild 
promises, however he maintained 
that if he goes back to Sacramento 
he will do the best he can, and 


surround himself with honest and- 


good Americans. 

Finally, he pointed out that 
“together we can start California 
off on a second century of pro- 
gress.’’

Many of 
these veterans have wives and 
children who must share the hard- 
ships that exist when there is a 
disabled husband or father. To 
many of these needy veterans, the 
only money they have is that re- 
ceived for poppy making. The mat- 
erial is furnished free and they 
are paid for their work. Beside 
the self-confidence regained by 
being able to earn, it boosts mor- 
ale to keep mind and hands busy. 
Hospital managers. and doctors 
say the Poppy Program has a 
great therapeutic value. 

During the past year, more than 
400,000 veterans required hoépi- 
tal treatment, and more than 
700,000 children of veterans re- 
quired aid. All. the money contri- 
buted for poppies is used for wel- 
fare work for the needy disabled 
veteran and his children. 

So, on Poppy Day, wear a-poppy, 
to honor the war dead, and to 
show that you are thinking of 
and giving for the welfare of the 
men in the hospitals and the 
women and the children in their 
homes, those for whom the war 
never ended.
